Report on Missions. 

Preaching the gospel and teaching an observance of all 
the commands of Jesus to the entire world is the missionary 
task. It is a stupendous one, and yet not so great but that 
it can be accomplished if undertaken in the spirit and power 
of our Lord. It is an individual task in thet each and every indi- 
vidual cbristian must perform his part of the work. We have 
watched in amazement the seeming success of Germany in the 
now pending world strife, The reason assigned for this is, that 
eyery German subject, man, woman and child, feels individual- 
ly responsible for its success and are laying themselves out to 
the limit to win, Shovid this same spirit pulsate every chris. 
tian breast what might we not expect in the next decade in 
the giving of the gospel to the lost?’ Among our people there 

is in a large degree a spirit of exemption seeking end in some 
instances even “slacking”. This is only the disposition of the 

individual to shift the work to others. Easy will be the task 

of giving the gospel to the world when each disciple cf Jesus in 
love and gratitude assumes his part and lays himself out to the 
limit to this end. 

The word missions has long been used in the restricted 
sense of spreading the gospel and teaching in spiritual things. 
in recent years, however, it is coming inte its real own in that 
Ke aent mane oo onan every phase of christian activity. 
when we review the efforts of God's servants t gospel 
to the world we have much to encourage. “owe 











































































































Our Foreiga Miss 
foreign missions is being conduct 
countries, viz: Africe, Argentina, 
and Mexico, The churches oa the foreign field number 458 with 
a membership of 47161 There were during the past year 6,- 
347 baptisms. The missionaries now in the foreign field num- 
ber 307 and 809 native workers. The Board received last year 
besides the debt on the Board and the Judson Centennial notes 
the sum of $560,767.52. Of this amount $54,77561 were spent 
for home expenses of every kind, leaving «529,40503 that ac- 
tually reached the missionaries on the field. On a percentage - 
basis 90 7-10 per cent of every dollar given to foreign miss- 
ions reached the missionary while 93-10 per cent was requir- 
ed to meet all home expenses. 

Home Missions. 

The department of our Home Mission Work are; Church 
Extension, Evangelism, Publicity, Mountain Schools and En- 
listment. Io all of these very gratifying results in the work 
have been obtained. In nearly all of the Southern States many 

received sid in the erection of houses of wor- 

ship from the Extension fund. The evangelists under the em- 

ploy of the Board have been instrumental in the adding of mul- 

urches. Many books snd tracts have been is- 

ty departmment and these given e wide dis- 

tribution. As a result our people have gained in knowledge of 

the work and there has come 4 proportionate increased interest 

in, the work. The 36 muuotain schools maintained and operat- 

ed by the Home Board have a property value of , a 

teaching force of 201 and students numbering 5,704, among 
these are 117 ministerial students. 

The total receipts of the Board during the past year were 
$588,904.55. It is thus seen that this is a work ‘of no mean 
proportions. 


State Missions. 

This department of our great missionary program should 
come very close home to the heart of each Mississippi Baptist 
since it has to do with the evangelizing of our beloved State 
and the making of it a Baptist empire, During the past year 
the sum of $38,473 68 has beea raised and expended in our 
State work. At the meeting of the State Convention in.jNov- 
ember last a five year program was adopted which sets forth a 
definite schedule of work for the next five years, At the re-

Report on Baptist Orphanage. 


We, your Committee on the Baptist Orphanage, feel that 
there no cause nearer to the heart of our Lord or work more 
acceptable unto Him then for the helpless orphan child. By 
. Many words ead deeds did He manifest His interest in the 
children. He gave it as an evidence of pure and undefiled re- 
ligion to care for the widow and orphans in their affliction. 
There are many ways in which we as christian people can car- 
ry out the will of our Master in this regard, 

The plan of the work decided on was the es‘ablishment of 
a home for the orphan children which has now been in opera- 
tion nineteer years. From a smull beginning in a rented home, 
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we bave grown until we now bave house room for 225 child- 
ren with a property in houses and lands of more than $100,000. 

We have cared for in ninteen years about 810 children 
many of whom have gone out from the home aod are 
useful positions in the world. 

We have no endowment except in the love and loyalty of 
our people, 

Our children io our Orphanage are under the influence of 
christian people and are being traioed in morals end religion 
and are sent to school eight months out of each year. 

While our children are being treined in all manner of 
work they are also contributing largely to ‘their own support, 
so that the expense of caring for each child including matron s 
bire and schooling, is only about $5 or $6 per month, We fee! 
that this is a laudable aod worthy work for christian people »nd 
urge our churches and Sunday schools of this Association to 
contribute liberally to our orphanage, We beartily recommend 
the plan of once a month giving for our Sunday schools and a 
liberal thanksgiving offering for all our of churches. Give each 
member of the Sunday school and each member of the church 
an opportunity to give at these stated occasions, and our Or- 

phanage will be comfortably provided for. 

We are glad ro report good health among our children 
during the year, no deaths and not a case of serious sickness. 
We have not a case of pallagra in che institution aad the man- 
agement feels they have learned bow to manage the incoming 
cases. 

We would further recommend that in addition to cash 
contributions, our churches and Sunday schools send boxes of 
clothing, good second hand clothing acceptible groceries of all

kinds; syrup, shoes, hose (mostly large ones) and any other : 


things that can be used in providing tor children. We would 
also recommend that our pastors and the people of the 
communities exercise great care in sending children to the 
heme and send only those who cannot be cared for in any oth- 
er way, and pray for the success of the home and of the child- 
rep.

ing report : We would insist on more care in ma 

letters, as it is well pigh impossible to get up a conn. Sp tao 
of the letters, as many of them do net show just what certain 
amounts were contributed for, as the entire offering. in some 
cases, is reported, without the special objects for which it was 
given, being clearly designated. 

Your Committee finds the following facts: 22 churches 
represented by both messengers and letters, 1 Enid, by mes- 
senger and no letter. The following not represented by either 
letter or messenger : New Prospect, Union Grove. 15 reported 
Sunday schools, with a total of 1712, and 165 officers and 
teachers aoe to the churches, 371 ; decrease, 147 ; net 


Contributions; Home missions, $547.32; Foreign mis- 
sions, $1,015.83 ; State mis-ions, $1.183,83. Iocrease over last 


year 10 Foreign mis ions, $13 54; State missions, $528.72; de- 


crease in Home missions, $140.47; leaving 4 net increase for 
the three missions of $402.29 over the preceding year. 
Cuatributions for all other objects, including pastor's sala- 
ry, church building etc, $12,180,983. This added to the three 
missions gives a grand total of $15,073.90. And yet these 
figures do not exactly represent the fivances of the Associa- 
tion, as some of the churches did not report pastor's salary, and 
doubtless, some of them fell short oo the assessments reported, 
and some sent po letter. This is only approximate.

Report on Education. . 

Your committee much prefers the subject Education, a 
more general and comprehensive subject, than the more re- 
stricted subject, Christian Education, as the subject has been 
heretofore. 

Baptists as citizens, like others, are interested in the sub- 
ject of general education, both Secular 4nd Christian There 
is not a Baptist school in all the country, that does not pro- 
mote secular education, Their courses of study are such as 
you will fiad in other schools. In addition to these, they as 
denominational schools, are supposed to especially emphasize 
morals and religion, even where there is no Bible department. 
The difference, then, is tne state school and the denominational 
school, consists mainly ia the fact that the latter is under de- 
nominational management, with a full christian faculty and 





special emphasis is placed on moral and religious training,along 


with the literary, scientific and vocational training. 

Many Baptist boys and girls each year attend the state 
schools, There are various reasons for this. Some of the 
reasons are good and some are Dot, But whatever may be 
said to the credit of the state schools, and whatever may be 
the reasons for Baptists patronizing them, it is true that every 
—- considered, it is better for Baptists to patronize their own 
1, Because they are our schools, and we should patronize 
our own institutions above all others, and thereby show our 
loyalty to them.
